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Election of Species 

1 . . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Figs. 7 constitute Species 1 

Fig. 25 constitute Species 2 

Figs. 7,12 constitute Species 3 

Fig. 12 constitute Species 4 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct,

CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitations of independent claims 
1-12: "setting an output from the driver circuit to the data lines to. a high-impedance state, 
and accumulating a charge corresponding to a charge discharged from the data lines in a 
parasitic capacitor of a power line of a regulator which outputs a drive power voltage to be 
supplied to the driver circuit, within a given period; and outputting a voltage generated by the 
charge accumulated in the parasitic capacitor to the power line, and supplying a voltage 
generated by the regulator to the driver circuit as the high-potential drive power voltage for 
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the driver circuit, after the period" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Notice, that the subject matter of the invention is shown starting Fig. 7 and correspondent 
to independent claims 24-27. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Specification 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: 
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The limitations of independent claims 1-12: "setting an output from the driver circuit to 
the data lines to a high-impedance state, and accumulating a charge corresponding to a 
charge discharged from the data lines in a parasitic capacitor of a power line of a regulator 
which outputs a drive power voltage to be supplied to the driver circuit, within a given period; 
and outputting a voltage generated by the charge accumulated in the parasitic capacitor to 
the power line, and supplying a voltage generated by the regulator to the driver circuit as the 
high-potential drive power voltage for the driver circuit, after the period" are not described in 
the Specification. 

Notice, that the subject matter of the invention is shown starting Fig. 7 and correspondent 
to independent claims 24-27. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full; clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 

invention. 

The limitations of independent claims 1-12: "setting an output from the driver circuit to 
the data lines to a high-impedance state, and accumulating a charge corresponding to a 
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charge discharged from the data lines in a parasitic capacitor of a power line of a regulator 
which outputs a drive power voltage to be supplied to the driver circuit, within a given period; 
and outputting a voltage generated by the charge, accumulated in the parasitic capacitor to 
the power line, and supplying a voltage generated by the regulator to the driver circuit as the 
high-potential drive power voltage for the driver circuit, after the period" are not described in 
the Specification or shown in Drawings.
